The spark of hope of ending the 
transit strike was extinguished 
— again — on Tuesday. 

Halifax regional council “flat¬ 
ly rejected” the union’s counter¬ 
offer after about an hour and a 
half of debate in private. 

“Basically on cost,” Mayor 
Peter Kelly told reporters Tues¬ 
day. “It would cost the taxpayers 
$7 million more than what we 
had proposed.” 

The five-year wage package 
offered by the Amalgamated 
Transit Union Local 508 was 
worth $19 million, where Metro 
Transit is looking at $14 million. 
That, plus their differences in effi¬ 
ciencies equals $7.7 million, HRM 
says. 

“There is no more money, 
folks,” Kelly said. “That’s the issue 
that council wants to make very 
clear — there is no more money 


to give. We gave eveiy step along 
the way and we can’t give any 
more.” 

Eddie Robar, director of Metro 
Transit, said while the union’s 
proposal to adjust scheduling to 
avoid the extra shifts is thinking 
outside the box, it’s still too 
unpredictable. 

“What the union is offering is 
a solution that is not done any¬ 
where else in the world,” Robar 
said. “We have no predictability 
of what that would look like.” 

Metro Transit is leaving its 
final offer — the same one union 
members voted down by 78 per 
cent on Feb. 24 — on the table 
until 11:59 p.m. Friday. 

And if they reject it again, what 
then? 

“Basically, we’re back to square 
one,” Kelly said. 

Shane O’Leary, ATU vice-pres¬ 
ident, said he was hardly sur¬ 
prised. 

It seems unlikely at this point 
the union will have a change of

heart towards Metro Transit’s pre¬ 
vious offer since it has already 
been rejected it once. 

“I imagine that offer would 
actually raise the percentage of 
people who don’t want it,” 
O’Leary said. “Even some of the 
people who voted for it in the first 
place are going to realize how 
antagonistic the city is being 
towards us.”

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Proposal 
for sidewalk 
tax ‘missing 
details’ 


As one councillor put it, 
the proposal for changes to 
sidewalk taxes is “half- 
baked.” 

Staff is proposing chang¬ 
ing how sidewalks are 
taxed. The idea is to take 
sidewalk taxes for regional 
roads out the local 
improvement charge (LIC) 
and include them in the 
general tax rate. 

Mayor Peter Kelly asked 
Bruce Fisher, manager of fi¬ 
nance, to explain during 
Tuesday’s council meeting 
the difference in costs to 
the taxpayers by changing 
the system. Fisher couldn’t 
give him an answer. 

“We’re asking for the di¬

Another tall development 
looking for an exemption 
to HRMbyDesign is mov¬ 
ing ahead. 

The YMCA is planning a 
46-metre development 
with twin residential tow¬ 
ers and a recreation com¬ 
plex on the corner of 
Sackville and South Park 
Streets. 

It would take over the 
current YMCA building 
and also the CBC building 
on the corner — across the 
street from the Public Gar¬ 
dens. Height restrictions 
there are 23 metres. 


With a few clarifica¬ 
tions, but no debate, Hali¬ 
fax regional council voted 
on Tuesday to move on to 
the second reading for 
amendments to planning 
documents and bylaws the 
development requires, 
and to schedule a public 
hearing. 

Staff is recommending 
the development under 
Policy 89, which offers ex¬ 
emptions for projects that 
offer economic, social or 
cultural benefits. 

It’s the same policy 
council used to proceed 
with Skye Halifax, a 150- 
metre-tall development, 
last week. 

In an interview outside 


council chambers Tuesday, 
Coun. Dawn Sloane said 
the YMCA project does 
have significant public val¬ 
ue, but council needs to 
get its act together. 

“I think we’ll hear from 
developers in future that 
they’re probably going to 
stop developing in the 
downtown because of the 
uncertainty of HRMbyDe¬ 
sign,” Sloane said. “I’m 
veiy concerned with these 
developers who are saying 
to me, ‘I don’t feel too cer¬ 
tain about things, so I’m 
not going to build.’” 

Richard Harvey, senior 
planner, recommended 
the development and said 
it won’t significantly cast

shadows on the Public 
Gardens or cause a “wall 
effect” around the Citadel.

Review to help downtown development 


Right now developers are 
faced with a multitude of 
rules and policies — 
many conflicting — when 
they want to build down¬ 
town. 

Andy Fillmore, HRM 
project manager, told 
council Tuesday the Re¬ 
gional Plan Five Year Re¬ 
view (RP5+) and Centre 
Plan Phase One will 
change that. 

He said the inconsis¬ 
tencies in height regula¬ 


tions, parking require¬ 
ments, etc. are stifling de¬ 
velopment. Plus those 
policies are hopelessly 
outdated. 

“We can do much bet¬ 
ter,” he said. 

“The job of protecting 
neighbourhood identity 
would be difficult (with 
today’s policies).” 

Fillmore added it will 
also help the municipality 
deal with the growth ef¬ 
fects of the shipbuilding 


and off-shore exploration 
contracts. 

The first public-input 
session for RP5+ is Thurs¬ 
day and the plan is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by 
2015. 

But until then, Fillmore 
said, HRM staff will focus 
first on development 
hotspots.

Accused in spy case did not jeopardize troop safety: Lawyer 


A Bedford navy intelligence 
officer accused of passing 
information to a foreign en¬ 
tity never did anything to 
threaten the safety of his 
fellow troops, his defence 
lawyer said Tuesday. 

Mike Taylor said the pub¬ 
lic needs to understand 
that the allegations against 
Sub.-Lt. Jeffrey Paul Delisle, 
while serious, don’t mean 
he is accused of endanger¬ 
ing his military comrades. 

“People think that per¬ 
haps our troops have been 
put at risk and information 
about their movements 


and whereabouts and their 
procedures on the field 
have been passed on, and 
that’s not the allegation,” 
Taylor said outside Halifax 
provincial court. 

“The allegation is infor¬ 
mation was passed, and 
government protects all 
kinds of information, for 
all kinds of reasons, and it 
doesn’t necessarily have to 
do with anyone in particu¬ 
lar.”

The province’s standing 
committee on human re¬ 
sources will hear sugges¬ 
tions from student groups 
for the provincial budget 
— after the budget is re¬ 
leased. 

The committee turned 
down a request from the 
Alliance of Nova Scotia 
Student Associations and 
the Atlantic division of the 
Canadian Federation of 
Students for a pre-budget 
presentation on Tuesday. 

Mat Whynott, who 
chairs the committee, said 
witnesses had already 
been booked for the next 
three meetings, essentially 
until the budget is re¬ 
leased. 

“The HR committee is 
not the avenue for budget 
consultations,” he said. 

Whynott suggested the 
student groups would be 
better served by taking 
their suggestions directly 
to the ministers of finance 
or advanced education, as 
they have in the past. 

“They can always put 


submissions in (to the 
committee) ... written sub¬ 
missions as well as meet¬ 
ing with the minister of 
finance or the minister of 
advanced education. And, 
of course, budget consulta¬ 
tions that the minister has 
in public forums as well.” 

But Mark Coffin, execu¬ 
tive director of ANSSA, 
said he thinks what the 
groups have to say should 
be a matter of public 
record. 

“We think it should be 
well documented that the 
government had eveiy op¬ 
portunity to make changes 


that would protect stu¬ 
dents,” he said. 

“The HR committee is ... 
recorded verbatim. It pres¬ 
ents what questions get 
asked by the government, 
the opposition parties, 
where the meeting with 
the education minister 
and the finance minister... 
happens behind closed 
doors.” 

The Liberals’ Zach 
Churchill, a former stu¬ 
dent politician who sits on 
the committee, suggested 
holding a special meeting 
to allow the students to 
speak. 


SHIPS START HERE 

Ad firm did 
‘scoping’ 
for province 

The advertising company 
behind the ubiquitous 
Ships Start Here 
campaign says it was do¬ 
ing mostly “preliminary” 
work on the file about 
three months before sign¬ 
ing the contract. 

Halifax-based MT&L 
billed the province 
$104,762 for that prelimi- 
naiy work, according to 
invoices obtained by the 
Canadian Taxpayers’ Fed¬ 
eration. Sarah Young, a 
principal at MT&L, said 
the firm was asked to 
complete the work on a 
tight timeline without 
fully knowing how the 
campaign would develop.

“What we did initially 

— and this is very typical 
when we start a project 

— we’re brought in and 
we’re briefed, and at the 
outset you don’t know ex¬ 
actly what it is that 
you’re undertaking,” she 
said. 

When asked how 
MT&L bills clients for its 
work while not under 
contract, or whether 
there was any agreement 
on costs in place with the 
province, Young said: “If 
anything, it would have 
been providing a 
scoping.... Oftentimes 


what we’ll do is say this is 
how much it is to engage 
and go from there.” 

When asked if there 
was a formal agreement 
between the government 
and MT&L before the con¬ 
tract was signed, Young 
said questions about pro¬ 
curement and timelines 
should be put to the 
provincial government. 

The CTF says the gov¬

Restricting conditional 
sentences is going to cost

The 97-page study is a 
detailed and devastating 
critique of just one small 
aspect of the massive Con¬ 
servative omnibus crime 
bill that is currently 
before the Senate. 

Not only does the 
report predict a massive, 
unreported cost to provin¬ 
cial and territorial treasur¬ 
ies, it raises serious 
questions about the poli¬ 
cy’s effectiveness.

Teen shooting suspect’s victims random

The teenage suspect in a 
school shooting that killed 
three students and wound¬ 
ed two didn’t know his vic¬ 
tims and chose them 
randomly, a prosecutor 
said Tuesday. 

Suspect T.J. Lane, 17, ad¬ 
mitted firing 10 shots with 
a .22-calibre pistol Monday 
morning at Chardon High 
School, county prosecutor 
David Joyce said at a juve¬ 
nile court hearing. 

The hearing came hours 
after the death toll rose to 


three, and as schoolmates 
and townspeople grappled 
with the tragedy and won¬ 
dered what could have set 
the gunman off. 

Lane’s face twitched 
lightly while the prosecu¬ 
tor recounted the attack, 
and he sniffled and half- 
closed his eyes as he 
walked out of the room 
with deputies. 

Lane’s custodial grandfa¬ 
ther and two aunts joined 
him in court; the women 
reached over and lightly 



embraced the grandfather 
as the hearing began. 

Judge Timothy Grendell 
ordered the boy, who is 
considered a juvenile, held 
for at least the next 15 
days. Prosecutors have un¬ 
til March 1 to charge him. 

The judge imposed a gag 
order on opposing attor¬ 
neys at the prosecutor’s re¬ 
quest and told the media 
not to photograph the 
boy’s face in court. 

Shaken residents offered 
condolences and prayers to 


the families of those killed 
and wounded at 1,100-stu¬ 
dent high school in subur¬ 
ban Cleveland. All three of 
the dead were students, as 
are the two people wound¬ 
ed. 

“This gets more tragic, 
the whole area is suffering, 
our prayers go up to God to 
give all strength, healing 
and closure,” said one of 
hundreds of Faceboolc 
postings on a memorial 
page.

“It’s something I’ll 
have to deal with the rest 
of my life,” a weaiy 
Tomaszewski said as he 
left court with his wife.

Doomsday vault holds 
seeds for a world crisis

Chick peas, fava beans and 
other seeds from a facility 
in strife-torn Syria are 
among 25,000 new sam¬ 
ples being deposited this 
week in an Arctic seed 
vault built to protect food 
crops from wars and natu¬ 
ral disasters. 

The latest additions 
mean that the Svalbard 
Global Seed Vault — a mas¬ 
ter backup to the world’s 
other seed banks — has 
now secured more than 
740,000 samples since 
it opened in a remote Nor¬ 
wegian archipelago in 
2008. 

That represents an esti¬ 
mated three-quarters of 
the biological diversity of 
the world’s major food 
crops, said Cary Fowler, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the 
trust that maintains the 
vault with Norway’s gov¬ 
ernment and the Nordic 
Genetic Resources Centre. 

Fowler noted that wars 
destroyed seed banks in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

One in Egypt was looted 
during last year’s uprising.

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Greece passes new round of cuts

Greece’s Parliament late on 
Tuesday approved new cuts 
in public-sector pensions 
and government spending 
required to secure a second 
package of international 
rescue loans. 

Lawmakers voted 202-80 
in favour of cutbacks worth 
a total $4.31 billion and 
aimed at bringing the 2012 
budget back in line with 
targets. Lawmakers from 
both parties in Prime Minis¬ 
ter Lucas Papademos’ coali¬ 
tion, the majority Socialists 
and the conservatives, 
backed the legislation. 

Earlier, the debt-crippled 
country’s cabinet decided 
to apply recent labour re¬ 
forms, including deep cuts 
to the minimum wage, 
retroactively to Feb. 14. 

Greece is obliged to 
adopt a series of austerity 
measures and reforms be¬ 
fore it can receive any funds 
from its new $ 174-billion 


package of rescue loans 
from other eurozone coun¬ 
tries and the International 
Monetaiy Fund. 

The bailout, and accom¬ 
panying bond-swap deal 


with private creditors, are 
meant to save the country 
from a potentially cata¬ 
strophic default in late 
March that could drag 
down other financially vul¬ 


nerable countries and 
threaten the European 
Union’s joint currency, the 
euro. 

The rescue package is 
Greece’s second in less than 


► The newly approved legisla¬ 
tion imposes nearly $538 
million in cuts to already 
depleted pensions. 

► Health and education 
spending will be reduced 
by more than $229 million, 
subsidies to the state 
health-care system will be 
cut by $673 million, and 
health-care spending on 
medicine will fall by $767 
million. 

► Furthermore, some $538 
million will be lopped off 
defence spending. 

► The law also revises the

Google’s new privacy poli¬ 
cy appears to violate the 
European Union’s data- 
protection rules, France’s 
regulator said Tuesday, just 
two days before the new 
guidelines are set to come 
into force. 

Google announced its 
new privacy policy with 
much fanfare last month. 
The rules, which are set to 
come into force on Thurs¬ 
day, regulate how the web 
giant uses the enormous 
amounts of personal data 
it collects through its 


search engine, email and 
other services. 

However, the EU’s data- 
protection authorities are 
concerned about the priva¬ 
cy effects of the policy and 
earlier this month asked 
French regulator CNIL to 
investigate them. 

“Our preliminary analy¬ 
sis shows that Google’s 
new policy does not meet 
the requirements of the 
European Directive on Da¬ 
ta Protection,” CNIL said in 
a letter to Google chief ex¬ 
ecutive Larry Page.

The yoga community has 
been rocked and shocked by 
this scandal, and more than 
50 Anusara teachers have 
rolled up their mats and left 
the ashram.

It causes an increase in testosterone (the guru sex 
hormone), sexy brain waves, and yoga’s fast-breathing 
practice can increase blood flow through the genitals.

At Rutgers University, researchers have found that yoga 
can be an effective form of mental masturbation, leading 
to spontaneous orgasm, or “thinking off.” Don’t try that 
with yogurt. (It doesn’t work.) 

So the real surprise is that there aren’t more yoga-based 
shenanigans. Or the real surprise, considering the 
evidence, is that anyone is surprised. Add the power 
imbalance that often goes with these guru-groupie situa¬ 
tions and you have a surefire recipe for scandal. 

Of course, millions of people who practise yoga and eat 
yogurt aren’t looking for kicks. They just want improved 
flexibility and digestion. 

Sex with the guru improves neither.

It turns out

That’s where this sim¬ 
ple, but over-the-top-good 
recipe comes in.

Smith opposes fighting ban

O New York Times reports stricter

Halifax Mooseheads owner 
Bobby Smith is defending 
fighting in junior hockey 
as Hockey Canada mulls 
changes to eliminate it. 

Smith said Tuesday the 
QMJHL’s board of gover¬ 
nors recently voted down 
automatic game miscon¬ 
ducts for fighting and con¬ 
firmed he’s “one of the 
leading proponents” 
against changes to the cur¬ 
rent rules. 

His position, he said, is 
based on player safety and 
not marketing, arguing 
the threat of having to 
fight an opponent cuts 
down on dangerous plays 
causing more serious in¬ 
juries. 

“My biggest fear when I 
walk into a rink is some 
kid leaving on a stretcher 
because he got hit from be¬ 
hind into the boards,” said 
Smith, who played 1,077 
games in the NHL. 

“For me, players under¬ 
stand how a threat of a 
fight influences how play¬ 
ers conduct themselves on 
the ice. I’ll take a chipped 
tooth in a fight any time if 
it’s saving a real serious in¬ 
jury-” 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported Tuesday that Hock¬ 
ey Canada, as well as USA 
Hockey, could implement 


rule changes to “effectively 
end fighting as soon as 
next season.” 

“The appetite is there,” 
CHL president David 
Branch told the paper. 
“The time is right to move 
forward.” 

Hockey Canada presi¬ 
dent Bob Nicholson added 
that his organization’s 
stance is to “get rid of 
fighting as quickly as we 
can.” 

Smith, however, said 
Hockey Canada rule 
changes don’t automatical¬ 
ly apply to the QMJHL un¬ 
less the board of governors 
votes to accept them. The 
host league’s rules would 
apply at the CHL’s Memori¬ 
al Cup. 

Smith said he supports 
recent QMJHL rule changes 
that imposed tougher 
penalties on aggressors 
and for fighting in the fi¬ 
nal five minutes of games, 
but draws the line there. 

“I like where we are 
with the fighting rule right 
now and I think it would 
be a veiy bad thing for 
player safety if we elimi¬ 
nated fighting now,” Smith 
said. “I don’t think it’s a co¬ 
incidence that Wayne 
Gretzky played 18 years 
and really never got hurt, 
and (with stricter fighting 
rules) the best player today 
(Sidney Crosby) has really 
not played for over a year 
now.”

The prime minister 
wished Beliveau well. So 
did the interim leader of 
the NDP, Nycole Turmel, 
and other politicians. 

“Mr. Beliveau is a great 
Canadian and a 
remarkable ambassador 
for our national sport,” 
Stephen Harper said in an 
emailed statement. “We 
wish him a speedy 
recoveiy.” 

Beliveau, who won 10 
Stanley Cups while playing 
with the Habs, was resting 
in a Montreal hospital on 
Tuesday. 

The Canadiens reported 
Tuesday that the 80-year- 
old Hall of Famer was 
admitted to hospital after 
having the stroke Monday 
evening.

“He obviously wants a 
change,” said Howson, who 


was first approached by 
Nash in January about be¬ 
ing moved. 

Most people had 
thought the team, with the 
worst record by far in the 
NHL at 18-37-7, had first 
floated the possibility of 
dealing its best player. So it 
was a shocker that it was 
Nash, who has long said 
how much he loves Colum¬ 
bus and the Blue Jackets, 
who wanted out. 

Nash was adamant — re¬ 
peating the same phrase 
several times — that he not 
only wanted to help his 
own career but also help 
the organization that draft¬ 
ed him No. 1 and helped 
him become one of the top 
stars in the NHL. 


“I was informed by man¬ 
agement that there was a 
rebuild, a reshape, in the 
team and I personally felt I 
could be a huge part of that 
towards bringing assets in,” 
he said.

The person who collected 
Ryan Braun’s urine sample 
that tested positive for ele¬ 
vated levels of testosterone 
said he followed the collec¬ 
tion program’s protocol. 

Dino Laurenzi Jr. issued 
a statement Tuesday 
confirming he handled the 
sample submitted 
following a playoff game 
on Oct. 1. 

He says he has been a 
collector for 

Comprehensive Drug Test¬ 
ing since 2005 and has tak¬ 
en more than 600 samples 
for Major League Baseball’s 
drug-testing program. 

“At no point did I tamper 
in any way with the 
samples,” Laurenzi said. 

Laurenzi’s name 
emerged last week after the 
NL MVP’s 50-game suspen¬ 
sion was overturned, mak¬ 
ing Braun the first big 
leaguer to successfully chal¬ 
lenge a drug-related penal¬ 
ty in a grievance. 

Laurenzi said he stored 
Braun’s sample in his base¬ 
ment in accordance with 
CDT’s protocol because 
there was “no FedEx office 
located within 50 miles of 
Miller Park that would ship 
packages that day or 
Sunday.” 

Braun, however, has said 
at least five FedEx locations 
within 5 miles were open 
until 9 p.m. and there also 
was a 24-hour location.

developed the new Focus 
Electric using the existing 
Focus platform and body, 
although a distinctive nose 
and a charging port door on 
the driver’ s-side front fend¬ 
er are dead giveaways as to 
the car’s unique propul¬ 
sion. And it’s that system — 
moreover, the way it 


charges — that makes the 
Focus Electric unique. 

Ford claims that a full 
charge will require three to 
four hours, or about half 
the time required by the 
benchmark Nissan Leaf. 

This is due to circuitiy 
designed for higher 
throughput as opposed to 


significant differences in 
batteiy design. Three hours 
is a relatively short amount 
of time that also requires a 
240-volt charging station. 
Otherwise, you can count 
on a lengthy 18-20 hours 
from a standard 120-volt 
outlet using a cord that’s in¬ 
cluded, which is clearly not 


the way to go for busy or 
impatient people. A quick 
calculation puts the cost of 
driving 100 kilometres at 
about $2. 

That’s about half of what 
even the best hybrid can do 
and there’s no tailpipe 
emissions at all with the Fo¬ 
cus Electric.

Easing the ‘anxiety’ 
of driving electric cars 


While electric vehicles 
may hold a promise of a 
gasoline-free future, they 
are not without their 
drawbacks, including the 
need to schedule their bat¬ 
tery recharging. A new 
smartphone application 
being developed by re¬ 
searchers at the Universi¬ 
ty of Windsor could take 
much of the hassle out of 
that. 

Not only does the app 
monitor the car’s battery 
charge, but it will search 
out charging stations and 
even work with your date- 
book to optimize your 
driving schedule. 

“We wanted to take out 
some of the driver’s anxi¬ 
ety,” says Kemal Tepe, an 
associate professor and di¬ 
rector of the university’s 
Wireless Communications 
and Information Process¬ 
ing Lab. 

“We tell you how far 
you can go with this vehi¬ 
cle in the current state of 
the charge, but the 
uniqueness of the applica¬ 
tion is to match the charg¬ 
ing schedule to your

calendar.” 

Using the driver’s ap¬ 
pointments entered into 
the smartphone’s calen¬ 
dar, and with the battery 
charge information from 
the car, the app will map 
out the destinations, offer¬ 
ing the most efficient 
routes or even suggesting 
rescheduling appoint¬ 
ments around the car’s 
charging requirements. 

“This application com¬ 
bines several applications 
and information and then 
processes it,” Tepe says. 

“Let’s say you come to 
work and have an urgent 
meeting in the afternoon. 
You enter it into your 
schedule, which ties it in¬ 
to the smartphone, and 
the application will grab 
this information and tell 
you if it has enough 
charge to get there, or not 


enough.” 

Tepe says the app could 
be optimized to the elec¬ 
trical grid to identify the 
least-expensive charging 
times. 

While it would priori¬ 
tize lower-cost electricity, 
it would also monitor up¬ 
coming appointments 
and, if necessary, start 
when needed to have the 
battery charged by the 
time the driver has to 
leave. 

The app could also re¬ 
duce the number of times 
the car is plugged in. 

“You have a limited 
number of charging cy¬ 
cles,” Tepe says, adding 
that it could be up to 
2,000 times, “but every 
time you charge it, you 
are counting down.” 

Even though you may 
stop for lunch next to a 
charging station, “the app 
will tell you that you can 
make one day’s trips on 
that charge, so you don’t 
need to waste one of those 
charging opportunities 
and it will tell you to skip 
the charge,” he says.
